TELEPHONE TEST.

Conversations Oarried On at a Dis-
tance of Twelve Hundred
Miles,

Oun asister republio, Mexico, has just
held her presidential election. It oceur-
red on Bunday last, and compared to our
prosidential campaign, was & very quist
aflair —s0 quiet indeed thet hardly any-
body in this country is yet aware of it.
Ex- President Porfirio Dinz waa elected
without opposition. It appears that at
firat General Trevino, the officer who
married the daughter of the late General
Ord, had some presidential aspirarions,
and received considerable encouragement
from hia friends. Diaz, however, who is
evidently a shrewd politician, and a close
observer of the mathods of the politi-
cinns of the United States, “fixed" Tre-
vino by promising to make him secretary
of war, which offer was sccepted by Tre-
vino. President Diaz, while represent-
ing the military element, is a progroasive
man and will endeavor to advance the
interests of Mexico. He waa largely in-
strumental in bringing about the recent
treaty with the United States, from the
Mexicans who hope to receive great bene-
fita from it. President Diaz, who inn
warmjfriend of the United States, recently
made an extonded tour of this country,
visiting all the principal eastern cities,
and obtaining much valuable informa-
tion whioh will now prove of great use to

Clnclnnati Enquires,

The telephone has bacome such a nec-
easary part of the business machinery of
the world that any improvementa tendin
to its more perfect operation are watch
in their developements with intereat,
One of the greatfaultawith the telephones
has been the the induction between wirea
on different circuita near each other, by
which persons talking over different lines
could hear each other.

Yesterdsy afternoon a test of a new
transmitter was made over the wires of
the Baltimors and Ohio Telegraph com-
pany. An instrument was placed in the
operating-room and one in the cellar,
These {nstrumenta were connected by a
wire forming & cireuit from the instru.
ment in the opérating-room to Chilli-
cothe and back to the instrument in the
cellar. Thin made a distance on almost
200 miles. Ovyer this length of line the
voice of a person talking could be heard
very distinotly, even when speaking in so
low a tone that another person standing
8 few foet from the person talking could
not hear what was said. A line was next
formed to Gratton, Va., a distance of
600 miles, and then to Baltimore, Md.,
a distance of 1,200 miles, and there was
no perceptible change in the distinct-
ness with which the voice could be
heard or the words understbod.

last Decomber, It was there that Stan-
loy made a treaty with the natives by
means of which he opened communica-
tions with Karema, on Lake Tanganyiks,
which has for & considerable time been
connected by n meries of posta
with Zaozibar in the Indian ocean, A
iarge number of other posts have been
established and a vast extent of territory
has been acquired and opened to trade.
Stanley is on the most friendly terms
with all the natives, and has had no dif-
fioulty in convincing them of the advan-
tages to be derived by commercial inter-
course with the civilized nations of the
world, The varivus tribes of natives
have recognized the Intornational assooi
ation through ita repesentative, Stanley,
and have made liberal treaties, have
cedod territory aud granted :¥privileges.
In 1881, shortly after Stanley had begun
his great enterprise, another explorer,
D¢ Brazza, who was ambitious to rival
Slanley, proceeded to the upper Congo,
and hoisted the flag of France, in the in.
terests of which ecountry he claimed to
be working., Stanley, however, not at all
dismayed, sarried on his enterprise. No
nerious conflict ocourred, although it
seoms strange, under the circumstanoces,
that some trouble haa not arisen between
France and the novel International asso-
cistion, which is in fact a private en-

terprise gotten up under  the
auspices and patronage of the
Belgisn  king. The work of the

associntion has  been carcfully watched
by the various powers, and it is rather
singular that none of them, not even
Eogland, has made any direct attemph to
acqulire territory or to establish new colo-
nies. Hogland, however, made a treaty
with Portugal, which was intended to re-
vive Portugal's obsclete claims to Afriean
dominion, but this amounted to nothing,
as Portugal no longer has any smbition
for conquest and has lost its interest in
the Congo. This treaty had the effact of
atirring up the International association to
neok recoguition from the United States,
and in this effort it has been succesaful.
Whether the recognition will give to it
anysubstantialsupport and aid incarrying
on the great work it has undertaken in
civilizing the *‘dark continent," or wheth-
or the various European powers will seek
to enrich themselves by territorial acqui-
sitions, without paying any attention to
the “‘recognition” of the associativn by
the United States, remains to be seen.
There is & strong probability that France
will be the first power make a move
in  this direction, and it
may oaus0 the International
amociation ' serious trouble, so much so
in fact that it will be compelled to form-
ally put itsslf under the protection of
somo powerful king or emperor and make
an assignment of its scquired rights and
privilegea to such potentate. Whatever
may be the result, the International ss-
soolation, through ita agent, Henry M,
Btaoley, can take ltself the ocredit for

1| having opened up to civilization and

commerce the interior of Africa, and
made it possible for that hitherto unex-
plored region of the earth to become a
rich field for the merchants, traders and
fortune-hunters of the world.
